There are not many young women now- 
a-days who would throw behind them 
dazzling wealth, a princely homo, the 
attention and flattery of tho nobility of 
England, to marry a poor musician. But 
l*dy Blanche did it, and that chapter of 
hetlife's history is one of tho most iu- 
toreaing and toncliing of the day. 


Tho country is becoming protty well 


satisfied hat tho President's not very 
rapidly aptroaahiug convalescence. For 
more than a month we have hail bulle- 
tins daily tolling us. that tho President 
was on the highway to recovery, and sev- 
eral times wo we* assured that ho would 
take a sea voyage <m the ICth of August. 
Every day there was a marked improve- 
ment, and every day-nearly every day- 
he felt hotter than at any timV'suico ho 
was shot. Iu the very fa«0 ot fchcso state- 
ments, tho President did not seem to l.o 
growing much better, and it may be 
truthfully said that he is m Sick and 
is iu as critical condition as ho was a 
week after tho assassination. %o pulse 
has run so high as to excite alaria. His 
temperature has not been normal. Vom- 
itings have added to the complications, 
and general weakness has pervaded »he 
system, Yet with these things existing, 
we are told by the attending surgeons 
that" there is no occasion for alarm.'' 
They have 
repeated this 
statement 


dozens of times until the people aro in- 
clined to lose all confidence in the phy- 
sicians at the Whito House. Ho has not 
been improving rapidly. He is not. bet- 
ter than at any time since he was wound- 
ed. He is not speedily reach ing con- 
valescence. 
He will not bo able to 


take a sea voyage for many weeks if at 


all, and there is occasion for alarm. The 
Gazette states these things to show that 
tho surgeons in attendance upon tho 
President have been mistaken in regard 
to his condition. We do not say that 
they have willfully misrepresented the 
ease, but tbey have j been injudicious in 
the wording of their bulletins, and have 
been more sanguine than circumstances 
warranted. It is to bo sincerely trusted 
that "there is no occasion for alarm," but 
the frequent reverses in the President's 
fortune can not but sot the country to se- 
riously thinking about tho chances of his 
recovery.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15-There has been 


the greatest excitement here to-day about 
the President than at any time since the 
day he was shot. Business was almost 
entirely suspended, and the people run- 
ning everywhere, hunting for the latest 
news. The White House was filled up, 
and thryngs pressed about tho gates. 


The excitement was startled with the 


morning bulletin, which was oonsidered 
very unfavorable. Tho midday bulletin 
made matters still worse. 
Everybody 


wanted to find out what tho surgeons 
thought of tho case 
and what bones 


they had. but this was rather difficult, us 
the surgeons .kept themselves out of 
sight. This added to tho alarm, and at 
night the whole population was on the 
streets going to their homes and the 
White House. 


The surgeons remained close by the 


President, and though tho offices aud 
grounds 
at tlio Whjte House were 


thronged, but Itttle could be learned that 
could be called definite. Those who had 
access to the rooms near to the President 
,»ud'..doctors would say little. 


Colonel Corbin said the situation was 


critical. 


Attorney General MaoVoagli told Sen- 


ator Pugh, of Alabamn, tiuitjt was une- 
leas to deny that tho cnao -was as critical 
ua could bo. 


Ex-Sheriff Doggett, of .Brooklyn, who 


has access to the personal attendants of 
the President, said it was 0$ bad as could 
be. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—A special dis- 


patch from Washington, basod upon offi- 
cial information furnished by the Prcsir 
dent's family physicians, makes tho an- 
nouncement of a t,act which must greatly 
intensify public interest in tho Presi- 
dent's case, [and add to tho sorrowful 
features of it it the Executive, should yot: 
prove a victim to the assassin. This news' 
relate to tho condition of Mrs. GarBold.: 
This lady, as the public already know ' 
has boon very ill ever since hor advent to1 
tho Whito House. Her sickness dates al- 
most from inauguration day. Attliotimo 
tho President was shot Mrs, Garfield'a 
condition was so critical that the physi- 
cians *.vho attended her at Long Branch 
all but despaired of her recovery. After 
her recall to Washington by Gniteau'a 
crime, the true character of tho lady, be- 
ing so strongly {appealed to asserted it- 
solf, aud from that timo she has appar- 
ently been much better. It is now au- 
uonuced that in November next Mrs. 
Garfield will again become a mother. 
Mrs. Garfield was married to the Presi- 
dent in 1858, in her 23d year, aud in his 
27th. She is 
now in her 46th year.

Garnelds 
case was 
entirely mis- 


understood up to the time of ihe attemp- 
ted assassination, that only at that timo 
was its real nature known to her and tho 
President, the special enormity of Gui- 
teau's crime becomes apparent. The 
present announcement will carry with it 
to the American people a new idea of tho 
patient heroism which has inspired tho 
noble fortitude of the illustrious sufferer 
at the White House, and that of his de- 
voted wife during the long aud weary 
weeks of their unparalleled trial.

Congreesman Sayler said: "A distin- 


guished physician told me this afternoon 
that if the published reports of tho Pres 
uleut's condition were accurate he would 
die to-inorrow morning. In the mean- 
time the pulse would increase and tem- 
perature diminish."

About two o'clock in tho morning, ns 


tho Southern Pacific train runs south- 
ward, the Mojave Desert is reached' 
and here the crumbling "skeleton of 
nature lies hopeless of burial and 
bleaching in tho sun." 
No pen can de- 


scribe tho utter desolation of this re- 
gion. On every side is a howlin"- wil- 
derness of rock and drifting sand? and 
tho only vegetation is a stunted species 
of sago brush and the Yucca palm. This 
latter tree is the glory of the desert, nnd 
sometimes attains a diameter of from 
two to three feet and a height of from 
forty to fifty feet. Tho trunk termi- 
nates m stumpy branches, each havius 
at the extreme end a tuft of d.vwer- 
shaped leaves, with a dark green folPage 
bristling in tho most irritable manner, 
and the whole presenting nn appear- 
ance than which nothing more gro- 
tesque can bo conceived.

How the People Live and Raise Cattle 


on the Hatlcras Ranks. 


A letter in the Raleigh News and Ob- 


server gives an interesting description 
of tho sandy banks along tho Hattcras 
coast, Daro County, N. C., and their 
mnubitiints—sometimes known to in- 
land people as "saiul-lappors:" 


Tlio people of this region .ire of an 


amphibious nature, and live so much 
on and in the water, that most of them, 
I am sure, aro wob-footed. 
They livo 


mainly on fish, clams, oysters, crabs, 
terrapins and wild fowl. 
When they 


leave homo they go in a boat, and 
whether they go to court or go court- 
ing, 
or to trade, or to mill, or to a fu- 


neral, they always go by sail. Their 
corn mills aro run by sails, and some of 
them pump their water with wind mills. 
They don't go up stairs, but "go aloft," 
and when they go to bod they " turn 
in;" when they iii-o ill they "are under 
the weather," and when in robust health 
they are "bung up and bilge free. They 
speak of a trim-built sweetheart as 
"Clipper built."

Thu action brought against Petor My- 


ers for obstructing tho river by driving 
piles iu the rear of the meat market on 
the bridge, has been occupying Judge 
Patteu's attention for a few days. The ac- 
tion was brought under the city ordinance 
regulating highways. This 
ordinance 


was passed in November, 1853, and some 
four ot five years later the legislature 
passed an act placing the river under the 
control 
of 
the 
city 
as 
a 


highway. 
The 
attorneys 
for 


the defense moved for a dismissal of the 
complaint on several grounds, among 
which was tho claim that tho ordinance 
regulating highways, and for the alleged 
violation 
of which 
this action was 


brought, was passed four or five years 
before tho river was declared a highway, 
aud hence the ordinance wheu passed 
could not have contemplated the river 
being a highway, and the fratners ot the 
ordinance did not intend to include tho 
river, and the ordinance had no reference 
to it. 


Judge Patten after listening to it'jlo 


argument for and against, decided to dia- 
miHS tho complaint, aud discharge the 
defendant. The decision does £not »jj^ 
cido the qxiestiou whether Mr. Myers 
has a right to drive piles in the river, or 
not, as there are State laws touching up- 
ou the matter, aud it is probable that a 
complaint will bo nv.ido under the State 
law. 


Another paint raised iu this case was 


on tho validity of the the city ordinance 
regulating highways. Tho city charter 
was 
passed 
iu 
March 
18553 


and tho city council organized under this 
iu the spring of that year. The charter 
was not published, however, uutil the fol- 
lowing October, and the highway ordi- 
nance was passed ia November. It has 
been held by the Supreme Court of this 
State that tlie charter did not go into 
effect uutil its publication, aud hence, 
no council could be legally organized 
uutil such publication, The same coun- 
cil which was thus organized before the 
publication 
of 
the charter, 
passed 


the ordinance iu question, by which all 
the city's highways aud sidewalks aro 
regulated. The question arises whether 
tho illegally organized council was mado 
legal by the publication of the charter, 
:and whether acts passed them after tho 
publication, are uot void. If tho high- 
way ordinance is thus void, it behooves 
the city to pass at an early date an ordi- 
iianeo which will holdfftond as long as 
such
